“The ob ject of the law is tne re­ 
duction • of the fire insurance waste 
which wilj result in the lowering of 
rates charged b y fire insurance com­ 
panies. 
“This result will b e b rought ab out, 
first, b y prosecutions and conv ictions 
for arson, and, second, b y the prev en­ 
tion of fires through carelessness in 
b uilding m ethods and in the accumu­ 
lation of Inflammab le m aterial, which 
too frequently cause great losses b y 
fire. 
“This law is approv ed b y fire insur­ 
ance corporations, b oth stock and mu­ 
tual, and the office of the fire m ar­ 
shal Is to he supported b y a tax of 
one-fourth of 1 per cent of the gross 
prem ium s receiv ed b y fire insurance 
companies. 
“The fire w^aste in the United States 
is v ery heav y wiien compared with 
the same waste in some other coun­ 
tries, and it Is confidently expected, 
b oth b y the gov ernor and the fire in­ 
surance companies, that tb e operation 
of the law^ will, in a short time, m a­ 
terially reduce the rates paid for fire 
insurance in Illinois.**

What Catholics Would Surrender. 
For Catholics to join the Federation 
would sig nify the surrender of a g reat 
deal, and yet, in the lig ht of the 
Twentieth century, surely much could 
be surrendered without any sacrifice 
of manhood—merely with the sacri­ 
fice of a little pride. For the Church 
at Rome to federate with the Piotest- 
ant churches would mean that they 
ceased to protest and that she relin­ 
q uished her peculiar claims: 
(1) That she alone is the Church of 
Christ and has authority to instruct: 
(2) That flh? is more than a church 
or prospc' ive king dom—that to her 
has been committed by God the ^uler- 
ship of the world in respect to all 
m atters temporal and spiritual, hence 
that she is the reig ning King dom of 
Cod. 
^ 
(3) That her pope is the authorized 
representative of Christ, anointed and 
commissioned of God to /iilfill all the 
prophecies of the Scriptures respect­ 
ing the reig n of Christ, His Millen­ 
nial King dom, etc. 
This 
claim 
o f 
Papacy that the poT>e’s reig n is de 
facto the reig n of Christ is expressed 
in the declaration that he is the vice 
g erent of Christ—the one reig ning 'in­ 
stead o f Christ. 
(4) The doctrino of tran.s-siibstan- 
tiatioii—that hy the blessing 
of 
a 
priest the ordinary bread and wine 
are transmuted into the actual soul 
of Christ— (his flesh and his blood) 
for. sacrifice afresh in each coiebra- 
tion of the mass. 
M’^hatever may have been true in 
the remote past, assuredly our Cath­ 
olic friends can no long er claim that 
all the purity, all the faithfulness to 
God, all the sanctity of life among st 
believers in Christ are to he found in 
her communion. 
St. Paul d« îcl&res, 
“If any man have not the Spirit of 
rhri.st he is none of his.” 
Surely all 
Christians admit this standard and 
the correctness of the Apostle's teach­ 
ing . 
Hence the ig noring and setting 
aside of all creeds and barrier.s which 
have heretofore hindered the Unity of 
the Church of Chi*ist mig ht he possi­ 
ble. 
Thus the first Catholic o b ^ - 
tion mig ht easily be removed in f^vor 
of Federation, or, better still, in favor 
of 
Union.

And W'e remind you that our I.# ord Je­ 
sus also s|K>ke of Satan as being the 
prince of this.world or ag e (John xii, 
3)1, and of himself as the Piiace or 
Ruler of the coming ag e, the Millen­ 
nial ag o (.John xviii, 36). 
Ah, yes! the sooner both Ca^^nolics 
and Protestants a d^ it what they and 
all the world now see, the better— 
namely, that for a long time our g reat 
Adversary held us in a bondag e of 
ig norance and superstition, in g etting 
free from which many brig ht minds 
have reacted towards infidelif'’. be- 
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(I Timothy, iv 1).

Catholics and* Protestants,

♦his Is what ail 
saints of every denomination should 
desire and pray for and labor for. 
Not that we can hope to bring it 
to pass ourselves, however. 
Nearly 
nineteen centuries of effort show' to 
the contrary. Even our last century 
of g reat missionary endeavor, Catho­ 
lic and Protestant, prove this. Unit­ 
ed States statistics show that in the 
year 1800 there were six hundred mil­ 
lions of 
lieathens, 
and in the year 
1900 their

Summing up, then, w«- fiud that Lu 
therans would have nothing to lose 
by federation, nothing 
to* surrender, 
except a little 
pride. 
Episcopaiiair, 
likewise, will find federation to cost 
them little. They can well afford to 
join t^e federation, especially uuon 
terms upon 
which 
;hey insist—the 
recog nition of 
apostolic 
succession. 
And this they can afford to concede 
In its very mildest 
form, 
realizing 
that it has never specially advantag 
ed them in any w'av and is impossJbe 
of demonstration, in vl« iw' of the fact 
that the Scriptures declare tiiat there 
are but twelve apostk-' of tbe Lamb 
and 
symbolically 
show 
only 
a 
twelve-star crown to Uie church dur 
Ing this ag e and only twelve founda­ 
tions to the New 
Jerusalem — the 
church in g lory. 
ITc’v, thmi, could 
bishops either possess or g ive apo.^- 
toMc blessing s? (Rev. xii, l; xxi. 14). 
Omitting the Catholic church, be­ 
ing assured 
by 
the Scriptures that 
she will not be a member of the fed 
era tion, we conclude by advising the 
Protestant Christian communions dis­ 
cussed today not to be content with 
federation, but 
to

tli« 
entire 
leng th of the union, d’opping all of 
their pet ideas and acknow'ledg lng as 
fellow chilstians and fellow' memhmw 
of the body of Christ-'-the c h urch - 
all who acknow'ledg e Jesus as t’nctr 
Savior, their 
Redee;.ucr. 
and 
who 
turn from the ways of sin and to tho 
best of their ability v.'L'lk in tlie paths 
of rig hteousness, and who make full 
‘consecra+ion of 
themselves 
to 
the 
Lord. These are and ever should b»> 
one, ill the most abEoIute sense pos­ 
sible, boGi now' and beyond the veil.
